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DEDICATION 

Approximately  one  month  after  moving  to  Dan- 
ville, BILL  MACE  saw  and/or  heard  a  fire  truck  mov- 
ing down  Main  Street,  and  said  something  to  the  ef- 
fect of "They're  all  volunteers  in  Danville,  I'll  go 
and  see  if  there  is  something  I  can  do."  And  that 
was  the  start  of  his  getting  involved  with  the  Town 
of  Danville. 

He  was  elected  Auditor  in  1961  as  a  write-in 
candidate,  and  one  of  the  votes  counted  for  him  was 
"Billy  Mace's  father."  Bill  served  in  that  posi- 
tion until  1976,  when  he  was  appointed  Treasurer. 
He  stayed  on  as  Treasurer  until  1993  when  he  was 
defeated . 

In  the  meantime,  he  served  many  years  on  the 
Budget  Committee — way  back  when  they  only  had  two 
meetings — the  preliminary  and  public  budget  meet- 
ings— upstairs  in  Town  Hall. 

He  became  an  active  member  of  the  Danville 
Fire  Department,  and  then  the  Danville  Fire  Assoc- 
iation— and  worked  hard  with  all  the  other  members 
back  in  the  late  '60's  and  early  '70's  to  get  the 
Fire  Hall  built.  All  members  canvassed  the  Town 
looking  for  donations — be  it  actual  cash,  trees  to 
be  cut  down  for  lumber,  meals  to  feed  them  when 
they  were  out  in  the  woods  doing  the  actual  cutting 
— or  hammering,  finishing  or  staining — it  was  one 
big  endeavor  that  really  brought  out  the  best  in 
all  residents  of  Town. 

Do  you  remember  the  night  the  late  Carroll 
Kimball  and  Bill  collided,  just  north  of  our  drive- 
way, and  they  landed  in  the  field  south  of  Gauvin's 
house?  When  the  Police  arrived  to  investigate  they 
couldn't  find  the  occupants!  Not  being  injured, 
dedicated  firemen  that  they  were,  they  picked  them- 
selves up,  hustled  to  the  old  Station  1,  and  were 
already  on  their  way  to  the  fire! 

No  one  can  ever  say  Bill  did  not  have  the  best 
interest  of  DANVILLE  at  heart  whatever  he  did  or 
whatever  he  said — he  may  not  have  sugar-coated  what 
he  was  saying,  but  he  always  spoke  his  mind  with 
Danville's  best  interest  at  heart.

PATAC  was  formed  with  volionteers  from  NH  towns 
that  neighbor  Plaistow.  The  initial  goal  of  PATAC 
was  to  bring  commuter  rail  service  to  Plaistow. 
Although  PATAC  now  has  much  broader  goals,  it  con- 
tinues to  be  made  up  of  volunteers  and  does  not  re- 
ceive any  funding  or  dues  from  any  local,  state,  or 
federal  agencies.  Our  sole  source  of  funding  is 
through  our  annual  "Christmas  Tour  of  Boston" . 

Plans  started  in  1991  to  develop  an  intermodal 
Park  and  Ride  facility  in  Plaistow  are  now  well  un- 
derway. The  site  for  the  Park  and  Ride  lot  in 
Plaistow  has  been  selected;  it  will  be  on  Westville 
Road.  It  will  ultimately  let  commuters  transfer 
easily  between  different  modes  of  transportation. 
In  Plaistow 's  case  the  modes  will  be  bus,  car, 
train  and  possibly  a  few  pedestrians  or  cyclists. 

The  Rockingham  County  Planning  Commission, 
with  help  from  PATAC,  brought  the  necessary  par- 
ties together  that  allowed  the  COACH  Co.  to  apply 
for,  and  receive,  CMAQ  funding.  This  funding  will 
establish  a  commuter  bus  to  Boston  starting  in  Ep- 
ping  and  continuing  south  on  RT  125  to  Kingston  and 
Plaistow  where  it  will  continue  non-stop  to  Boston. 
In  fact  the  Park  and  Ride  lot  will  be  first  used  as 
a  bus  stop,  before  it  becomes  a  true  Park  and  Ride 
lot.  When  commuter  rail  service  is  established, 
the  bus  riders  will  then  transfer  from  the  bus  to 
the  train  for  an  even  speedier  commute  to  Boston. 

The  NH  Dept.  of  Transportation  will  develop 
the  Westville  Road  site  to  enhance  it  from  just  a 
bus  stop  to  a  Park  and  Ride  lot  to  a  Park  and  Ride 
lot  with  a  commuter  rail  station  similar  to  the  one 
that  exists  at  the  Bradford  Station.  PATAC,  the 
Plaistow  Planning  Board  and  the  Plaistow  Board  of 
SElectmen  will  all  have  a  great  deal  of  input  for 
the  State  DOT  as  plans  progress  for  the  Park  and 
Ride. 

PATAC  will  continue  to  work  towards  its  goal 
of  bringing  intermodal  transportation  to  all  sur- 
rounding commutities.  We  wish  to  thank  the  voters 
and  residents  for  their  continuing  support.

As  shov.T.  above,  the  requests  for  help  are  in- 
creasing as  our  Town  continues  to  grow  at  a  steady 
pace.  Over  30  new  homes  have  been  occupied  during 
the  past  year. 

As  our  society  becomes  concentrated  and  com- 
plicated, there  are  more  demands  placed  upon  us  to 
insure  that  we  may  live  safe  and  healthy  in  a 
clean  environment.  At  Town  Meeting  you  will  be 
asked  to  approve  three  warrant  articles  relative 
to  control  of  hazardous  materials  as  mandated  by 
State  and  Federal  requirements  to  insure  a  safe 
future . 

At  this  time  we  are  attempting  to  acquire  more 
up-to-date  military  vehicles  to  replace  the  1952 
forestry  units  that  are  presently  in  service.  This 
will  make  the  cost  of  the  chassis  minimal.  The 
construction  of  a  tank  and  body  with  the  adaptation 
of  some  of  our  present  good  equipment  will  cost 
much  less  than  an  outright  new  commercial  purchase- 
in  effect  the  savings  of  more  than  $100,000.  could 
be  realized.

By  using  modern  manmade  materials  and  proper 
design,  the  tank/body  assembly  should  outlast  more 
than  one  truck-life  cycle,  not  effected  by  rot, 
rust,  corrosion  or  premature  breakdown  as  with  more 
commonly  used  construction  materials. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  a  continued  con- 
tribution to  the  capital  reserve  for  "future  fire 
truck  purchases".

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Danville  Planning  Board  saw  increased  act- 
ivity in  1993.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL  DEPARTMENT 

The  Animal  Control  Department  ^vas  very  busy 
with  raccoon  calls  in  the  past  year.   Not  all  racc- 
oons are  carrying  rabies,  but  caution  should  be 
taken  with  any  animal  that  does  not  appear  to  be 
acting  right.  There  is  a  large  scale  epidemic  of 
rabies  in  the  United  States  and  it  is  not  only  rac- 
coons that  are  infected  but  many  other  types  of  an- 
imals large  and  small.   If  you  see  any  animal  that 
is  acting  strange,  call  us. 

The  Department  sponsored  two  rabies  clinics  in 
1993  and  are  hoping  to  hold  two  this  year  for  cats 
and  dogs.  For  all  other  animals  contact  your  Vet 
or  us  for  info  as  to  what  does  or  does  not  need  the 
rabies  shots.  State  laws  say  that  any  law  officer 
may  go  house-to-house  and  check  for  rabies  certif- 
icates for  all  your  dogs  and  cats. 

Reminder:  all  dogs  six  months  and  older  must 
be  licensed  per  State  law,  and  if  not,  fines  and 
court  action  will  be  taken. 

Because  of  two  black  dogs  on  Sweet  Street,  an 
entire  family  of  mallard  ducks  were  destroyed  in 
the  pond  near  the  Elementary  School.  State  law  re- 
quires that  all  dogs  must  be  under  the  control  of 
the  owner  at  all  times.  Most  people  in  Town  care 
about  their  pets  and  we  thank  them  for  that.

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Selectmen,  Town 
Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Library  Trustees,  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  and  Tax  Title  properties  have  been 
audited. 

There  is  an  over  deposit  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
auto  registration  account  to  the  Treasurer.  This 
year,  the  Clerk  had  to  contend  with  inherited  er- 
rors from  the  State  Motor  Vehicle  Department. 

In  the  Tax  Collector's  accounts,  several  book- 
keeping errors  were  found.  The  books  were  return- 
ed for  correction.  Most  errors  were  bookkeeping 
problems,  transposing  of  figures  and  the  lack  of 
following  the  transactions  through. 

This  year  the  new  Treasurer  had  the  usual  pro- 
blems— learning  the  joys  of  municipal  bookkeeping 
and  accounting. 

There  is  a  $4.00  error  in  the  receipts  portion 
of  the  town  accounts — hopefully,  this  will  be  found 
and  corrected  before  this  report  becomes  final. 

We  are  recommending  to  the  Selectmen  to  have 
the  town  checks  "pre-printed"  differently.  This 
could  do  away  with  stale  and  outstanding  checks, 
which  can  be  a  bookkeeping  problem  to  track.  Hope- 
fully, the  Selectmen's  Office  will  continue  to  com- 
puterize all  Town  accounts  and  create  a  complete 
tracking  system  for  the  same. 

All  deposits  to  the  Treasurer  should  be  done 
separately  by  Department  and  Account.  All  funds 
except  the  direct  deposits  from  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Tax  Collector  should  be  handled  by  the  Selectmen's 
Office  to  the  Treasurer  for  easier  tracking. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  Bill  Mace  for  his 
years  of  service  and  expertise  as  Treasurer.  You 
could  be  certain  his  books  were  always  ready  for 
audit.
